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Special-needs kids 
need better: Father

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An Edmonton father claims his 
autistic son's principal threatened 
to call police if he didn't fetch him 
immediately following an alleged 
assault, so the man now is calling 
on the government to increase 
funding and supports for special- 
needs students. 

“I'm very r shocked, and my family 
is very shocked, 41 said Haider. 

Metro is not publishing Haider's 
last name or the name of the school 
to protect the son's identity. 

"He’s a special-needs kid ... he 
doesn't even understand what the 
police is.” 

Haider's 20-year-old, semi-verbal 


son attends an Ed mo n ton-area high 
school. 

Metro obtained suspension 
letters from two alleged assaults 
involving Haider's son. 

The most recent, from feb. 22, 
said the suspension is the result 
of Haider's son assaulting another 
student. 

Metro called the school's prin¬ 
cipal. but he refused to comment 
on Haider's allegations. 

Edmonton Public Schools spokes¬ 
man Brad Strom berg refused to 
comment on specifics bat did speak 
about the issue. 

" Sometimes if a kid is exhibiting 
behaviour that is harmful to him¬ 
self or others, such as students or 
staff in the school, a support of out¬ 
side agency such as an ambulance 
or police might be warranted.” 

Haider said he‘s angered the 
school’s principal threatened to call 
the police because he wasn't able 
to pick his sou up right away and 
that his son isn't getting enough 
support. 

His telling of the story is that 
his son’s teacher called a few times

since the morning, asking him to 
pick up his son after the alleged 
incident. 

He said he told the teacher his 
family was unable to pick up their 
son due to work schedules. 

According to Haider, the prin¬ 
cipal then called in the afternoon 
and “threatened my family that 
if my son was not taken from the 
school in the next 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes, he would be handed over to 
the police. 4 * 

Haider also said his son eventu¬ 
ally was sent home by bus. 

He added the school has denied 
his request for a special-needs as¬ 
sistant to work closely with his son. 

“These people need support and 
the government is not spending 
enough money.” Haider said.

Group wants

A group against the Alberta 
government's guidelines to pro¬ 
tect LGBTQ students at schools 
launched a Twitter campaign 
to voice its concerns Tuesday. 

“Albertans have been writing 
thousands of letters of concern, 
attaching names to petitions 
and phoning MLAs, but we still 
continue to feel our concerns 
are minimized and misrepre¬ 
sented, H raid Theresa Ng, an 
Edmonton parent and former 
teacher w r ho helped organize 
the #protectARkids campaign. 

“That’s why we decided to 
try something new.” 

On the group's Pace book 
page, more than T ,000 people 
committed to “lwitter bomb¬ 
ing" Minister of Education 
David Eggen and Premier 
Rachel Notley Tuesday. 

In January, Eggen gave 
school boards across the prov¬ 
ince until March 31 to submit 
LGBTQpolicies that adhere to 
guidelines he released. 

Ng said the group wants Eg- 
gen to change the guidelines 


to strengthen the parent-child 
bond, "rather than guidelines 
that ray we put the school in 
between parents and children.*' 

She referred to tine guideline 
that says a student's permission 
must be sought before their 
gender orientation is shared 
with anyone, including their 
parents. 

Ng added she's a former 
teacher and recognizes that 
LGBTQyouth are vulnerable. 
But, she said, there are many 
other types of at-risk students 
that sta ff work with on a daily 
basis. 

She said schools should con¬ 
tinue to handle issues that arise 
on a case-by-case basis. 

Ihe mother of a transgender 
child in the Edmonton Catholic 
School system said she was “in 
disbelief and a little dismayed” 
by the campaign at first. 

But, she said, supportive 
tweets against the group are 
heartwarming. 

“People turned what could 
have been a negative event 
into a positive one,” she said. 

Eggen said Tuesday it can 
be “a bumpy road'' to ensure 
people understand what it 
means to protect all people, 
including vulnerable ICTBQ 
youth. 

He said he is open to a for¬ 
mal meeting with the group. 

“We intend to follow 
through in the spirit of col¬ 
laboration and discussion and 
not just having factions break 
off,” he said.

Edmonton’s long-awaited 
“Uber" bylaw came into force 
Tuesday, but while the com¬ 
pany that pushed for its cre¬ 
ation isn't operating under i t, 
several soon will be. 

As of early afternoon, J'app- 
Car had registered as a com¬ 
mercial private transportation 
provider and five companies 
as smaller, regional private 
transportation providers. 

Under the new rideshare 
bylaw, regional firms must 
have less than 200 cars. 

Uber suspended service early 
Tuesday because of a dispute 
with the province over insur¬ 
ance and licensing. 

Pascal Hyfell, spokesman 
with TappCar, said the com¬ 


pany expected Uber to be- in 
the market but their absence 
doesn’t change anything. 

"We're focused on our own 
launch, making sure every¬ 
thing is ready on our side and 
not worried about our compe-

tit ton T he said. 

David Hales, the city’s 
branch manager of develop¬ 
ment service said the city is 
prepared to enforce the new 
bylaw but was keeping mum 
on how. 



Q 'DISAPPOINTED' 


Transportation Minister 
Brian Mason said Uber 
blaming his government 
for having to stop service 
in Fdmonton has left him 
"very disappointed." 

Mason announced 
Monday the government 
would need until July 1 to 
certify Uber's proposed 
insurance and wouldn't 
allow drivers to operate 
with standard licences. 

The announcements 
confirmed Uber couldn't 
legally operate under 
Edmonton's new rideshare 
bylaw. 

''The province has cost 
thousands of Edmonton 
families a source of 
income by forcing Uber to 
suspend operations in the 
city,." said Uber's general 
manager, Ramil Kar

Risk of 
spring 
fires high 

I Edmonton 

As firefighters across the prov¬ 
ince report to work for the start 
of forest-fire season, the province 
is warning of an increased risk 
of human-started fires. 

Tire communicEition officer 
Leah Lovequist says spring rains 
will be the biggest factor in de¬ 
termining the severity of this 
year's fire season, but said the 
lack of snow increases the risk. 

“Low snow means large areas 
of dead, dry grass and these areas 
will be extremely flammable " 
she said, adding most fires in the 
spring are started by humans. 

Lovequist said the No. 1 way 
people start accidental forest 
fires is by leaving camp fires or 
garbage fires unattended. 

“It is unacceptable that over 
the past five years* more than 
two thirds of alt the wildfires in 
Alberta were caused by people." 
said Agriculture and forestry 
Minister Oneil Carter* in a re¬ 
lease. “We have to be more vigi¬ 
lant in protecting our valuable 
forestry resource."

Convenience 
stores under 
scrutiny over 
murders 

The Alberta government s^ays it 
will inspect hundreds of stand¬ 
alone convenience stores and gas 
bars over the next three months 
to ensure workers are safe. 

Labour Minister Christina 
Gray says health and safety of¬ 
ficers will talk to employers and 
workers about current legisla¬ 
tion related to working alone, 
workplace violence, paycheque 
deductions and employing 
young workers. 

During their inspections of 
about 200 work sites across the 
province, safety officers will 
have the authority to write or¬ 
ders on the spot. 

Gray says the results of those 
inspections, along with consulta¬ 
tions with industry officials, will 
help determine the next steps 
in the review of occupational 
health and safety and employ¬ 
ment standards laws. 

The inspections come after 


two clerks working alone at dif¬ 
ferent Mac's stores in Kdmonton 
were shot dead during robberies 
on Dec. IS. 

TWo men in their 20s and 
a IB-year-old boy have been 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der in the deaths. 


'‘Employers are responsible 
to take all precautions to ensure 
their workers are safe, treat¬ 
ed fairly and go home to their 
families at the end of the day, 
no matter what industry they 
work in." Gray said in a news 
release Tuesday. 


Andrew Klukas, president of 
the Western Convenience Stores 
Association, says retailers oper¬ 
ate in a challenging environ¬ 
ment and their safety and that 
of the public is very important.

The dying wish of an Alberta 
woman to return home to her 
family is about to tome true — 
just in time for her son's sev¬ 
enth birthday. Julie Crawford, 
who has been buttling Stage 3 
melanoma since 2010. has 
spent nearly two months in 
Toronto as a last-ditch effort 
to receive treatment. Unfortu¬ 
nately, Julie's treatment was 
unsuccessful. But, due to her 
fragile condition she hasn't 
been able to return home. 

“My heart broke when I 
heard their story for so many 
reasons." said (Cathy Barnard, 
executive director of the Save 
Your Skin Foundation. 

Barnard, who won her bat¬ 
tle against melanoma nearly 
a decade ago, said she recalls 
the difficulties of traveling out- 


side of her province to receive 
treatment. 

“Your family is voaruniverse 
so honestly it just broke my 
heart when Cory called me." 

After speaking with Cory 
Crawford, Julie's husband, and 
hearing their story. Barnard 
said Save Your Skin decided 
to set up a GoFundMe page 
with a goal of 550.000 to pay 
for an air ambulance to bring 
Julie home. 

Less than 36 hours later, the 
group exceeded their goal and 
Julie is booked on a flight for 
Wednesday. 

Cory said he is overwhelmed 
by the generosiiy. 


“We expected a strong out¬ 
pouring of support but nothing 
like this," he said, "it's just an 
amazingly strong sense of com¬ 
munity that we feel." 

Cory said if all goes well, 
Julie will be reunited with their 
son, Adam, to celebrate his 
seventh birthday. He said it’s 
important to bring her home 
to be su mounded by those who 
love her. 

“The plan is to just make the 
most of whatever time we have 
left, surround her with family 
and friends and laughter,” he 
said, “it's what’s giving her 
the strength to fight harder, 
to make sure she gets home.”

Disability 
advocate backs 
provincewide

An Edmonton disability advo¬ 
cate is “pleasantly surprised 1 " 
by public consultation on safe¬ 
ty standards for homes for 
people with developmental 
disabilities (FDD). 

“I expected to go and sit 
in a chair and have some¬ 
one stand and tell ns whal 
to do, but they said. Tm go¬ 
ing to listen to you.”' said 
Leah McKorie — a mother 
of two daughters who, she 
says, have had trouble mov¬ 
ing away from home due to 
housing standards that are 
" discriminatory." 

Alberta is consulting across 
the province (Edmonton's was 
on Monday) about the stan¬ 
dards placed on homes with 
overnight staff that house at 
least two unrelated adults 


who received FDD-funded 
supports, or one person with 
complex needs. 

The standards were intro¬ 
duced in 2013 after an Edmon¬ 
ton woman with Down syn¬ 
drome died in a 2007 house 


fire, and include things like 
mandatory sprinkler systems 
and anti-scald devices. 

Hut many disability advo¬ 
cates said these changes have 
made it harder for people 
with disabilities to find places 


to live thanks to added cost 
— and have even driven some 
from their current homes. 

“The bottom line is that 
FDD was created to fund 
people with disabilities in 
communities to live purpose-

fill, responsible lives,'’ Mc¬ 
Korie said. ELdding that risk 
is a part of life. 

“FDD was not created to 
play mom and dad. and to 
decide what's safe.* 

Home operators initially 
had until April of last year 
to comply, but in September, 
Human Services Minister Ir¬ 
fan Sabir pushed the deadline 
to the end of March, so that 
there would be time to con¬ 
sult with the public. 

A consultation commit¬ 
tee was created in Decem¬ 
ber, with Sabir saying in a 
release at the time, “we want 
to find solutions that respect 
the personal choices, privacy, 
priorities and needs of the dis¬ 
ability community, without 
compromising safety.” 

McKorie is optimistic, 
but notes that there's still 
no timeline on when, or if, 
changes will be made.

Woman 
OK’d for 
assisted 
death 

A judge has ruled that an Al¬ 
berta woman with a terminal 
illness can have a doctor-assist¬ 
ed death. 

The Calgary woman, who 
cannot be identified due to a 
publication ban, is in the final 
stages of amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis, or ALS. also known 
as Lou Gehrig’s disease. 

The court decision released 
Tuesday says the woman has 
no more than six months to 
live and is in significant pain. 

“1 am not suffering from anx¬ 
iety or depression or fear of 
death,” the woman said in her 
court application. 

“I would like to pass away 
peacefully and am hoping to 
have physician-assisted death 
soon. I do not wish to have con¬ 
tinued suffering and to die of 
this illness by choking." 

The Supreme Court niled List 
winter that consenting adults 
enduring intolerable physical 
or mental suffering have the 
right to end their lives with a 
doctor’s help. the Canadian press

Standards now 
obsolete as

Canada's Food Guide, which 
presents fruit juice as a healthy 
choice, is in need of a drastic 
overhaul to help combat the 
country's obesity crisis, a Sen¬ 
ate committee warned Tues¬ 
day as it released findings of 
a study spanning more than 
a year. 

The report paints a bleak 
picture of Canadians plagued 
with conditions linked to ex¬ 
cess weight and takes direct 
aim at Health Canada's rec¬ 
ommendations on juices most 
commonly served at breakfast 
tables. 

"Canada’s dated food guide 
is no longer effective in pro¬ 
viding nutritional guidance 
to Canadians." the report said. 
“Fruit juice, fot instance, is

“Several witnesses suggested 
that Canada’s Food Guide has 
been at best ineffective," it said. 

An overhauled food guide 
should be based on the latest 
science and must make strong 
statements about restricting 
consumption of highly pro¬ 
cessed foods, the study added.

Clinton and 
Trump lead top 
electoral day 

Republican Donald Trump 
and Democrat Hillary Clinton 
moved closer to winning their 
parties' nominations with a 
series of victories in the Super 
Tuesday elections, the biggest 
day of the primary campaign. 

Clinton and Trump each won 
at least six of 11 state races 
as they distanced themselves 
from party rivals and looked 
ahead to a November presiden¬ 
tial election showdown. 

Clinton's opponent, Benue 
Sanders, won the Oklahoma 
primary and caucuses in Min¬ 
nesota and Colorado, as well as 
the primary in his home state 
of Vermont. 

Jn the Republican race, Ted 
Cruz, a firebrand conservative 
senator, won his home state of 
Texas and Oklahoma and Marco 
Rubio, a favourite ofthe Repub¬ 
lican establishment, won in 
Minnesota for his first victory. 
Roth are seeking to break out 
as Trump's main rival. 

■Cruz desperately needed the 
Texas win in order to stay in 
the race. Still, Trump's wins 
in. the South were a blow to 


Cruz, who once saw the re¬ 
gion as his opportunity to put 
himself on a path to the nom¬ 
ination. Instead, he’s watched 
Trump* a brash New York real 
estate mogul, display surpris¬ 
ing strength with the region's 
evangelical Christians and so¬ 
cial conservatives. 

Rubio's win in Minnesota 
gave him a boost on an other¬ 
wise disappointing night. His 
long-shot hopes now rest with 
his home state, Florida, which 
votes on March 15. but polls 
show him trailing Trump there. 

Trump won in Virginia. 
Arkansas, Alabama, Massachu¬ 
setts. Tennessee and Georgia. 

Clinton, the forme]' secretary 
of state and senator, won in 
Texas, Arkansas, Alabama* Ten¬ 
nessee, Georgia and Virginia. 
The wins reflected her strength 
in the South, where black vot- 
ers are an important part of 
the Democratic base and over¬ 
whelmingly support her.

‘We did it’: Spacemen come 
home after long NASA tour

Astronaut Scott Kelly dosed the 
door Tuesday to an unpreced¬ 
ented year in spare for NASA, 
flying back to the planet and 
loved ones he left behind last 
March. 

Kelly and his roommate 
for the past 340 days, Russian 
cosmonaut Mikhail Kornienko* 
were due to check out of the 
International Space Station 
Tuesday night. 

By the lime their capsule 
lands in Kazakhstan on Wed¬ 
nesday, the pair will have trav¬ 
elled 144 million miles through 
space, circled the world 5.440 
times and experienced IG.8SQ 
orbital sunrises and sunsets. 

Kelly photographed the first 
five sunrises of his waking day 
Tuesday, posting the pictures 
on Twitter, before quipping, “1 
gotta go!" His final tweet from 
orbit came hours later: “The 
journey isn’t over, follow me 
as 1 rediscover #Earthr 

Piloting the Soyuz capsule 
home for Kelly, 52, and Korni¬ 
enko, 55, wilt be the much 
fresher and decade younger 
cosmonaut Sergey Volkov, 
whose stint lasted the typical 


six months. 

Kelly was the first one 
into the docked Soyuz 
capsule after a round of hugs 
and handshakes with the three 
crewmen staying behind. Korni¬ 
enko reached out and patted the 
inside of the station before the 
hatches swung shut. 

As he relinquished command 
of the space station Monday, 
Kelly noted that he and Korni- 
enko “have been up here for 
a really, really long time" and 


have been jokingly telling one 
another, “We did itH and “We 
made it!" 

“A year now seems longer 
than \ thought it would be," Kel¬ 
ly confided a couple weeks ago. 

Kelly's closest U.S. contender 
trails him by 125 days. Rus¬ 
sia continues to rule, however, 
when it comes to long-duration 
spaceflight. The world record of 
438 days was set by a Russian 
doctor during the mid-1990s.

Carly Bright and Nathan Sidon 
picked up Dean from a breeder 
in April 2014. One month later, 
the couple launched Dean's In- 
stagraiTi account to amid spam¬ 
ming their own followers with 
incessant pictures of their puppy. 

His photos started resonat¬ 
ing with strangers, though, and 
by late summer, his account 
cracked 1,000 followers. 

Bright continued posting 
about one picture daily and 
fine-tuned Dean's voice. The 
captions, Sidon said, are the 
couple's “best understanding” 
of their dog's perspective. 

"He's got a big personality,” 
said Bright.

Sometimes the companies 
want to send Dean a free prod¬ 
uct, hoping his owners will 
showcase it on the account, 
said Sidon.

The deals can be lucrative.

Canadians now have the choice there’s no local alternative, 
to piy no more than $25 a month 

for basic cable as the deadline Docs it cost less than 


for the CK1L-mandated so-called 
skinny cable and satellite pack¬ 
ages dawned Tuesday. The regu¬ 
lations came after the federal 
regulator's Let’s Talk TV cam- 
piign, launched in 2013, found 
Canadians wanted more choice 
from their cable providers. 

What's a basic-cable 

package? 

Basic-cable packages must in¬

Where's the apology for 
the state's place in staff 
rooms of the nation? 



A posthumous pardon is 
certainly far better than 
none at all. 

So it was a victory for many 
this week, when the federal 
government announced it 
would pardon Everett Klippert, 
the only man labelled a dan¬ 
gerous sex offender simply 
because he was gay. 

The Liberals also an¬ 
nounced a review of convic¬ 
tions prior to 1969 for bug¬ 
gery and gross indecency 
— offences that punished gay 
sexual acts. 

It's a laudable move, but an 
inco mplete one. 

To begin with, 1969 was 
the year that gay sexual acts, 
called gross indecency, were 
decriminalized — but not 
anal sex, or buggery, which 
remained on the books until 
1938. That's kind of like de¬ 
criminalizing a grilled cheese 
sandwich, but not the cheese. 
In fact, a Global investigation 
found convictions actually 
spiked in the 1980s, 

Of course, to seek pardons 
for the criminalization of gay 
sex post-1969 would force the 
Liberals to admit that Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau wais not a per¬ 
fect flag-bearer for gay rights. 
His 1967 announcement that 
""there's no place for the state 
in the bedrooms of the na¬ 
tion" did not mark an end to 
the state's interest in gay sex. 

Plus, Trudeau failed, in both 
of his stints as prime minister 
to end the imposit ion of the 
state into the bedrooms of its 
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staff. Between 1958 and 1992, 
the government spied on and 
fired gays and lesbians in the 
military and public service, 
"It's relatively easy to begin 
to pardon individuals, it's 
much more difficult for them 
to say, in a general way, 'What 
the Canadian state did to 
gays and lesbians was totally 
wrong/" says Gary Kinsman, 
co-author of The Canadian 
War on Queers and part of 
a group calling for a federal 
apology, They had the official 
support of the NDP before the 
election. Liberal interest has 
extended to meetings with a 
few MPs, and not much more, 
Kinsman says, 

That is a shame. II might be 
difficult to admit widespread 
wrongdoing, but it's actually 
a less bureaucratic process to 
apologize for firing people for 
being gay, than to review re¬ 
portedly thousands of convic¬ 
tions over many decades. Per¬ 
haps there's a fear of lawsuits, 
a bad reason to leave a wrong 
un-righted. Perhaps the Liber¬ 
als worry about their image 
as defenders of LGBTQ rights, 
much touted during the elec¬ 
tion. I hope not. 

Public apologies should 
be serious matters, carefully 
considered, but a govern¬ 
ment that's quick to pardon 
one man who did nothing 
wrong should surely be able 
to apologize to the equally 
innocent Canadians it hunt¬ 
ed down and purged for 
decades.

David Ridgen 
investigates 
cold cases in 
new podcast

There are similarities between 
CBC's new podcast Someone 
Knows Something, and the first 
season of American rad io dot 
Serial: both roll out weekly, 
investigating old cases in real¬ 
time. Eind both are anchored by 
a captivating reporter, bringing 
some transparency to this type 
of journalism. 

But David Ridgen. host of 
the CBC show that launches 
March 2, says he deliberately 
stayed away from programs 
like Serial and Netflbt's Making 
a Murderer. 

“I don't want to unconscious¬ 
ly or consciously even try to 
mimic them,’* he tells Metro. “1 
think comparisons will be made, 
but I'm hoping that we have our 
own unique kind of show that's 
based on an honest process and 
looking for the facts. 1 ’ 

To be fair, Ridgen has been 
doing this genre long before the 
aforementioned U.S. truer rime 
series were released. 

His 2007 documentary Mis¬ 
sissippi Cold Case led to the 
prosecution of a Ku KJux Klan 
member connected to the kill¬ 
ing of two young black men. 

And like in that project, and 
others since (Confession to Mur¬ 
der, A Garden of leal’s), Ridgen 
wants results in the mysteries 
he examines for the CBC. “I’m 
here to actually solve a case and 
to do that L have to be engaging, 
but I also have to be fair to the 
family members and not lead 
them somewhere and just leave 
them hanging,” he says. 

Here is another important 
distinction: While Serial and 
Making a Murderer have been 
criticized by the family mem¬ 
bers of murder victims Hae Min 
Lee and Teresa Halbach, respect¬ 
ively. Ridgen is not interested in 
reopening an old wound unless 
he has full support from the 
family affected. 

“It's important to see that 
these cases are about process 
as much as they are about the 
outcome." he says. 

families of missing or mur¬ 
dered loved ones often fare a 
lot of guilt as sociated with the 
tragedy, and sometimes they 
face blame from the community 
or are cast in a suspicious light. 
Ridgen wants the reporting to

If you like luxury but your 
budget doesn't, the “mid-lux" 
segment might be for you. Kia's 
entry is the Cadenza, a model 
that isn't all that common oil 
the streets but could be a hid¬ 
den gem for many buyers. 

Its platform design has been 
around for a while, it shows its 
age with a somewhat doughy 
suspension that's mostly 
gone out of fashion in favour 


of the sportier, 
sharper feel 
in most new' 
models. Still, 
that’s precise¬ 
ly the type of 
ride many lux¬ 
ury buyers pre¬ 
fer. And it's all 
put in motion 
by a seriously 
sweet 3.3-litre 
V6 engine that’s 
powerful, smooth and quiet, 
and mated to an equally-re- 
Fmed six-speed automatic 
transmission.

My tester, the top-end lech 
at $45,595, included blind-spot 
monitoring, lane departure 
wanting system, and adaptive 
cruise control, which adjusts 
its speed in relation to traffic 
ahead. Many of these cruise 
systems have become very so¬ 
phisticated. but this Kia’s ver¬ 
sion is still too jerky. 

The sedan’s handsome cab¬ 
in, which only comes in black, 
offers up a good amount of 
legroom and headroom in 
both the front and rear seats. 
Those chairs are impressive¬ 
ly comfortable, and on the 
Premium and lech trims, the 
driver’s seat has a power-oper¬ 
ated knee extension, perfect 
for long-legged folks who find 
that most seat cushions are 
loo short.

The company that helped to kick- 
s lart the European crossover 
craze is bringing two personal¬ 
ized concepts to this year’s show 
in a bid to retain its place in 
the market as choice continues 
to grow. 

The Qashqai Premium Con¬ 
cept and the X-Trail Premium 
Concept are a concerted attempt 
to show that hugely popular 
models can still be diverse and 
to test the appetite for new ex¬ 
ternal and internal options and 
design touches. 

""We allowed the creativity 
of out design teams to shine 


through," said Shim Nakamura, 
senior vice president of Design 
and Chief Creative Officer at Nis¬ 
san Motor Company Ltd about 
the cars that took two years to 
develop.
